Mr. Hoke, 

I drafted a claim which I hope embodies what your invention is. Please review the claim below and let me know if 
there are any issues. This Is just a draft at this point. We may have to add more or be able to take away some 
limitations as I look at the prior art more. Also, my supervisor will have to look it over before it can be allowed. 

A method of managing property rights through inclusion and enforcement of Transaction Code Identifiers 
(TCFs) and their licensing conditions over a third party network including internet providers, network 
providers, connectivity providers, digital content providers, servers, routers, and end user devices, said 
method comprising: 

placing a TCI in a header portion of a digital content file; 

wherein, the presence of the TCI indicates that the digital content file contains copyright or other 
licensing conditions and the TCI comprises: 

a generic section, which further comprises: 

human readable data which indicates that a transaction must occur in order to legally 
send the digital content file; 

a property specific section comprising machine readable data, the machine readable data 

comprises: 

the title of the content; 
the owner of the content; 
the price of the content; and 

account information indicating where payments need to be sent; 
watermarking the property specific section of the TCI; 

sending, from the owner, the data contained in the property specific section of the TCI to a server 
for storage and later retrieval; 

distributing the digital content file containing the TCI across the third party network; 

verifying, by a component of the third party network, that the data in the property specific section 
of the TCI in the distributed digital content file has not been altered; 

wherein the verifying includes: 

retrieving, from the server, the data contained in the property specific section of the TCI 
sent by the owner; and 
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comparing the data retrieved from the server with the data in the property specific section of 
the TCI in the distributed digital content file to ensure they agree; 

checking the server for information indicating that a user to which the distributed digital content 
file is being distributed to has paid the indicated price to the account contained in the property specific 
section of the TCI; 

requiring information indicating the user's payment of the price to the account contained in the 
property specific section of the TCI to be present on the server before the component will continue to 
distribute the distributed digital content file; 

continuing distribution of the distributed digital content file to the user; 

wherein, payment records are sent to the server for all transactions involving the distributed digital 
content file. 

Just to be clear, I am not saying this is allowable at this time. More review is needed. I need you to 
confirm that this is what you consider your invention to be. If not, please explain the differences.

A method of de-centralized property rights management employing a centralized body of 
reference whereby: 

step where said centralized body of reference associating, attaching, prefacing, and 
embedding, generic Transaction Code Identifiers (TCI) with digitized intellectual and 
copyrighted properties, and 

step where said centralized body of reference associating maintaining record of property 
ownership including the requirements of transfer, sale, and proliferation of individual 
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intellectual and copyrighted properties, and 

step where said centralized body of reference associating maintaining record of 
individual intellectual and copyrighted properties, and 

step where said centralized body of reference associating bundling said record of 
ownership including requirements of transfer, sale, and proliferation of said individual 
intellectual and copyrighted properties within a property specific Transaction Code Identifiers 
and further, 

step where said centralized body of reference associating, attaching, prefacing, 
bundling watermarking and embedding, said property specific Transaction Code Identifiers

step wherein said third party IP's, NP's, CP's, DCP's, servers, and routers 
autonomously inspect digital transmissions within their domains for generic and property 
specific TCI information and further, 



step where upon said third party IP's, NP's, CP's, DCP's, servers, and routers 
autonomously detecting digital transmissions within their domains containing information 
formatted in accordance commonly associated with intellectual and copyrighted properties, 
said third party IP's, NP's, CP's, DCP's, servers, and routers also, 

step wherein said third party IP's, NP's, CP's, DCP's, servers, and routers 
autonomously sample and inspect said digital transmissions within their domains for 
information formatted in accordance with removed, partially removed or damaged generic and 
property specific TCI information and formats, and further 
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step whereupon autonomously detecting either said formats commonly associated with 
intellectual and copyrighted properties, or said information formatted in accordance with 
removed, partially removed or damaged generic and property specific TCI information and 
formats, said third party IP's, NP's, CP's, DCP's, servers, and routers also autonomously gate 
said transmissions. 
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
